HOW PARENTS CAN HELP 


CHILDREN IN STUDIES 


By M. V. O'Shea, Proffessor of Edu- 


cation, University of Wisconsin. 
Here is a typical example of the 


tvay parents "help" their children 
n their school work. 
A boy ten 


'ears of age, engaged in writing a 
ittle essay which had been assigned 
as a home task, wished to use the 
word ordinary. 
It seemed a little 


strange to him, and he had got into 
the habit of always asking for as- 
sistance whenever he came to any- 
.hing new, either in spelling or in 
any other study. So he called out to 
his mother, "How do you spell ordin- 
ary?" The mother spelled it for him 
and he wrote it down as she dictated 


She" did not ask him to make an 


effort u. opell it himself. 
After she 


xad spelleo it, she did not require 
lim lo spell it after her. 
She made 


10 test to see whether he had really 
earned the word, or whether he had 
simply written !t mechanicly in order 
tJ> get through with the special task 
n hand. 
It is practically certain 


that he did not learn to spell it, be- 
cause he was not in a learning frame 
of mind, 
lie simply wanted to be 


lelped out of his present difficulty; 
and he was utterly indifferent to a 
possible future need in regard to this' 
same word. 


In this respect he w.as entirely na- 


tural. Natural does not make a un- 
trained child anxious about future 
needs. 
If a child on his own initia1- 


tive were constantly thinking of fu- 
ture needs of learning what would 
lelp him to meet these needs, he 
would cease to be a child. The differ- 
ence between an untrained and un- 
developed child, and one who is well 
trained and developed, lies mainly in 
the fact that the latter is conscious of 
future plans and needs to meet them, 
while the former is concerned only 
with the situations immediately he- 
tore him. If he can get out of a pres- 
ent difficulty, he is satisfied; he does 
not consider Lhat that difficulty may 
arise again, and he had best be pre- 
pared to meet it. The chief work in 
education is to develo what we call 
thoughtfiilluesB or foresight in chil- 
dren. 


To return to the boy receiving help 


in spelling ordinary. The parents in 
that home always do the work -for 
this boy whenever he asks them for 
aid. He frequently hi ings home tasks 
from the school, as he should do, be- 
cause the typical child cannot do all 
the work that he ought to do during 
the school hours. 
When a boy has 


reached the age of ten he should have 
at least an half hour of work at home 
"very evening, provided he does not 
aquire bad menial hab'ts in doing it. 
Unfortunately thisparticular boy is 
fast aquiring mentai habits which 
will handicap him heavily later on. 
That is to say, he is not learning to 
help himself, or at least so far as his 
work at home is concerned. His par- 
ents either do not want to take the 
time to make him self-helpfull, or 
they do not know how to do it. Pos- 
sibly they want to relieve him from 
the strain and stress of solving his 
own difficulties. 
Many parents feel 


that they serve their children best 
when they bear their school burdens 
for them. 
But suppose when th!s 


mother waif asked by her boy for as- 
sistance in spelling ordinary, she had 
required him to spell each syllable 
which he could have done. In a quar- 
ter of a minute, she could have led 
him to spell that word largely on his 
own initiative. If she had followed 
this method whenever the boy asked 
her for assistance m spelling, she 
could soon have trained him so that 
he wouldn't need to ask assistance. 
When he came to a new word, he 
would break it up into syllables, and 
he would be able to spell most, at any 
rate, of the words he-would need to 
use. 
If the mother could make use 


of this method for several years, she 
would train him to be self-helpfull. 
But when she simply does the work 
for h'm, she neither teaches him, noi 
nevelops him in the way 'of solving 
his own problems. 


The inference should not be drawn 


from what has been said that the 
parent should do nothing for his 
child. Occasionally, one finds a par- 
ent when a child asks for help in sol- 
ving a problem will say "Do it your- 
self."Often a child keeps working at 
a problem which he cannot possibly 
do because he has not been properly 
trained. 
To say lo such a child 


"Do it yourself," is often to discour- 
age him, and to cause him to waste 
time. There is a middle course be- 
tween doing nothing for the learner 
and doing everything for him. 
This 


middle course si to cause him by ap- 
propriate questions to take the nec- 
essary steps to help himself. This i: 
leally what teaching, means, whethei 
it be in the home or in the school 
Telling is not leaching, but refusing 
to give any assistance is ont teaching 
but to guide and stimulate the learn 
er so that he can work Ills own way 
through problems is teaching.

Forty-three years ago 
Theodore 


Wilhorn, now peacefully cultivating 
11 little farm west of this city, wag a 
.sergeant of artillery in the second 
Colburg regiment, the flower of the 
German Artillery Corps. From Au- 
gust, 1, until October 2, 3870, this 
regiment at the head of an entire 
army corps of 24,000 men. hacked 
itself through the stout resistance ql 
the French, from the terrific battle 
ol Metz until the triumphal entry ot 
the Kaiser's troops into the capital 
of France. 
Mr. Wilhorn was an ac- 


tive participant in every battle of 
importance in this murderous cam- 
paign and with the German troops 
hut 43 miles t'roin Paris in the pres- 
ent European struggle Mr. Wllhorn's 
enthusiasm 
yesterday moved him 


to emerge from his usual shell of 
reticence to tell a Tribune reporter 
some of his experiences in and around 
Paris and, considering tile conditions 
which must be faced in the siege of 
that city, the probable outcome ot 
the struggle for supremacy in France

gust 1, 1870," began the old veteran, 
reminiscently.

we met the French at Metz.

Here is a typical example of the 


way parents "help" their children 
in their school work. 
A boy ten 


years of age, engaged in writing a 
little essay which had been assigned 
as a home task, wished to nse the 
word ordinary. 
It seemed a little 


strange to him, and he had got into 
"the habit of always asking: for as- 
sistance whenever he came to auy- 
tbing new, .either in spelling or in 
any other study. So he called out to 
his mother, "How do you spell ordin- 
ary?" - The mother spelled it for him 
and he wrote it down as she dictated 
it. 
She did not ask bim to make an 


effort So' spell it himself. 
After she 


had spelled it, she did not require 
him to spell it after her. She made 
no test to see whether he had really 
learned the word, or whether be had 
simply written ;t mechanicly in order 
tt> get through with the special task 
in hand. 
It is practically certain 


tbat he did not learn to spell it, be- 
cause he was not in a learning frame 
of mind. 
He simply wanted to he 


helped out of bis present difficulty; 
and be was utterly indifferent to a 
possible future need in regard to this 
same word. 


In this respect lie WAS entirely na- 


tural. 
Natural does not make a un- 


trained child anxious about future 
needs. 
If a child on his own initia^ 


tive were constantly thinking of fu- 
ture needs of learning what would 
help him to meet these needs, he

would cease to be a child. The differ- 
ence between an untrained and un- 
developed child, and one who is well 
trained and developed, lies mainly in 
the fact that the latter is conscious of 
future plans and needs to meet-them, 
while the former is concerned oiily 
with the situations immediately be- 
fore him. If he can get out of a pres- 
eiH difficulty, he is satisfied; he does 
not consider that that difficulty may 
arise again, and he had best be pre- 
pared to meet it. The chief work in 
education is to develo what we call 
thoughtfulluess or foresight in chil- 
dren^ 


To return to the boy receiving help 


in spelling ordinary. 
The parents in 


that home always do the work -for 
this boy whenever he asks them lor 
aid. He frequently biings home tasks 
from the school, as he should do, be- 
cause the typical child cannot do all 
the work that he ought to do during 
the school hours. 
When a boy has 


reached the age of ten he should have 
at least an half hour of work at home 
°very evening, provided he does not 
aquire bad mental hab'ts iii doing it. 
Unfortunately thisparticular boy is 
fast aquiriug mentai habits which 
will handicap him heavily later oil: 
That is to say, he is not learning to 
help himself, or at least so far as his 
-work at home is concerned. His par- 
ents either do not want to take the 
time to make him self-helpful], or 
they do not know how to do it. Pos- 
sibly they want to relieve him from 
the strain and stress of solving his 
own difficulties. 
Many parents feel 


that they serve their children best 
when they beat their school burdens 
for them. 
.But suppose when th:s 


mother was; asked by her boy for as- 
sistance in spelling ordinary, she had 
required him to spell each syllable 
which be could have done. In a quar- 
ter of a minute, she could have led 
him to spell that word largely on his 
own initiative. 
If she had followed 


this method whenever the boy asked 
her for assistance in spelling, she 
could soon have trained him so that 
he wouldn't need to ask assistance. 
When he came to a. new word, he 
would break it up into syllables, and 
he would be able to spell most, at an}'

"Do it yourself," is often to discour- 
age bim, and to cause him to wasto 
time. 
There is a middle course be- 


tween doing nothing for the learner, 
and doing everything for him. 
This 


middle course si to cause him by ap- 
propriate questions to take the nec- 
essary steps to help himself. This is 
really what teaching, means, whether 
it be in tbe borne or ill the school. 
Telling is not teaching, but refusing 
to give any assistance is ont teaching 
but to guide and stimulate the learn- 
er so that he can work bis own way 
through problems is teaching.

Paris.—Burned villages and heaps of | 


bodies lying on Belgian soil around 
Charlerol show the ferocity with which 
the allied French and British troops 
opposed the wave of German troops 
that rolled them over and drove them 
back to France. 


For ten hours the tide of battle 


ebbed and flowed at Charlerol, the 
town being taken and retaken five 
times before the allies withdrew. 


Part of the city was wrecked, ac- 


cording to reports received bv the war 
office 
The villages of Marchlennes, 


Monceau, Chatelet and Laudellee were 
burned 


Citizens Killed. 


Though the inhabitants of the peace- 


ful little villages had been warned 
that the conflict wae coming, scores 
lemained in their homes and perished 
in the flames or were killed under the 
rain of shot and shell that swept the 
streets when they were driven from 
the shattered structures 


Fierce hand to hand fighting took 


place in Charlerol, The French were 
the first to occupy the town, but they 
were driven out by a bombardment 
from the German artillery. The O^r- j 
mans then entered by the left bank | 
of the river Sambro. but within a 
short time more of the allies' troops 
arrived and the conflict wns roni'vvd. 
The Germans sought cover in the 
hpuses in the lower part of the town 
and to diflodge them the French 
were forced to sweep that section w ith I 
their artillery 


Wounded Fill Town. 


The lower part of the town was soon 


in flames and the 
Germans were 


forced into the streets Back and forth 
through these surged the contesting 
soldiers, fighting desperately for vic- 
<-ory. 
The dead lay thick when the 


French were finally forced to with- 
draw 


For three days wounded soldiers 


lave been pouring into Maubeuge. 
The monastery and nunnery there nre 
filled. The Inhabitants have given 
up their homes to the war's victims. 


On Sunday the Germans drove the 


French troops through the town of 


harlerol, back to the second de- 


fensive position on the line defined by 
he towns of Avesnes, Rocrol and Me- 
zieres. 


Recaptured by French. 


The 
French 
artillery 
from 
the 


heights now turned a furious cannon- 
ading on Charlerol, which had been 
bombarded previously by the Germans 
'rom the other side. The German po- 
iltlon was so weakened by the deadly 
accuracy of the French gunnery that a 
counter attack by the allies was or- 
dered and at daylight on Monday the 
intlre line advanced, charged the Ger-' 
man position and recaptured Pharleroi. 


The conflict probably was unequaled 


n history In severity and casualties. 
The Germans must have succeeded in 
iringlng up reserves, for early on 
Tuesday they made n uuecesRful coun- 
ter attack along the whole battle line 
and

Trench back to an intrenched position, 
which they held until the morning of 
he second day. 


Retrest In Good Order. 


The retreat was made In good or- 


der, the main forces of the French re- 
maining intact 


Both armies suffered terrific losses 


The battle has not yet finished. 


The German catapult Is hammering 


at the French and British allies again, 
trying to batter Its relentless way to 
Paris. 
There is desperate fighting 


along the Belgian frontier at several 
points, and French victories are re- 
ported at two places, Charlerol and 
'ourtral, though nothing official has 
been given out 


Turcos Charge Battery. 


At the beginning of the combat, the 


French made a sortie In a medieval 
manner, with the object of surprising 
the enemy. The latter were found in 
number far exceeding the French ex- 
pectations, and the attempt to rout 
them failed. 


Then the Turcos, In the face of n 


withering fire, charged a German Ivit- 
tery at the point of the bayonet Five 
hundred of thepa brave French sol- 
diers from North Africa left on the 
charge.

fire on Charlerol and the French In- 
fantry advanced under this cover. The 
tide of battle appeared to favor the 
tri-color, but not for long.

•with 250 passengers, most of them 
•women and children, crashing into the 
government pier at the harbor mouth 
•without the loss of a life. 


The vessel, with a capacity of 2,600 


passengers, was Inbound from Benton 
Harbor. Scores of excursionists were 
returning from the Michigan fruit 
belt. 


Fire was discovered just aft of the 


walking beam in the hold when the 
$273,000 steamer of the Graham & 
Morton line was abreast the Carter 
Harrison crib at 4:39 a. m. The flre 
tells we re sounded and the passengers 
scrambled out of their berths. Mount- 
ing the bridge, Captain Jjork gave the 
engine-room the signal Tor full speed 
ahead. 


Captain Bjork directed the course of 


the burning ship from its south-by- 
west course to due south. This prompt 
action doubtless averted one of the 
greatest tragedies in the history of 
lake navigation When the boat was 
turned the wind was raking the ves- 
sel, fanning the flames. 
By Hie quick 


turn the boat was brought under the 
edge of the wind. 


While passengers were dressing hur- 


riedly and the crew assuaged their

St. Petersburg, Sept, 2.—Lieutenant 


Sedoff, the Russian officer nbo set out 
with an expedition in an attempt to 
reach the North pole perished in the 
trackless Ice fields of the far North. 
Survivors of the expedition arrived at 
Archangel. They stated that Lieuten- 
ant Sedoff, after reaching Franz Josef 
Land, started for the pole with two 
soilors but he fell ill and died. Tho 
expedition set out in 1912 and passed 
the winter of 1912-13 in newly dis- 
covered Isnd.

to settle all bills. Notes, checks and 
even personal "I. 0, U.'s" were ac- 
cepted by the government. 


Twenty-six of the passengers had 


quarters In the first cabin, but they 
took turns at the table with the sec- 
ond-class and steerage passengers. 
War conditions had leveled the social 
barriers usual on shipboard and all 
mingled freely, exchanging stories of 
adventure. 


When the voyage was ended six hun- 


dred of the passengers insisted upon 
signing a voluntary testimonial as to 
their excellent fare abd treatment on 
the trip over. 


Twenty-eight school teachers from 


Cleveland, 0., were among the passen- 
gers, and while they were glad to get 
away from Europe they complained of 
unfair treatment at the hands of the 
owners of the San Giovanni. They de- 
clared that, because they had funds, 
they had to pay $110 for passage, 
whereas the charge to those who were 
stranded was only $110. 


The passengers who crowded the 


decks cheered lustily when the statue 
of 
liberty loomed up -through 
the 


morning mist, and a band on the pier 
plajed "The Star Spangled Banner" 
with might and main as the vessel was 
warped into her pier.

took part in the Franco-Prussian war, 
serving as lieutenant in the army un- 
til 1872. He later entered the German 
diplomatic service and became min- 
ister of state and secretary of state 
for foreign affairs in 1S97, serving un- 
ti 1900, at which time he became im- 
perial chancellor and president of the 
council of ministers 
He served until 


1909 in those positions.

busied themselves by offsetting and 
discounting its probable effect. Con- 
sequently war not only has not passed 
away, but we still have it with us. 
Thus it is that each big war, after be- 
ing heralded as the world's last con- 
flagration, is found upon examination 
to be false, and the end of war is not 
yet arrived. 


Trying Out Inventions. 


• In the present war in Europe there 
are buing tried under the conditions of 
actual hostilities many improvements 
and inventions .that previously have 
beein tried only under laboratory con- 
ditions. Their real worth will only be 
discovered at the close of the conflict. 


No army or navy engaged in the 


present conflict In Europe but what Is 
possessed of nearly all of the modern 
improvements made since 1870.

A FAULTY LAW 


If ?onie of the money which, for the past fifteen years, has been squan- 


dered on uselefes and unnecessary office holders, useless and unnecessary 
fiids and experiments, had been devoted to perfecting the final count of the 
votes, after they have been polled, it would have spared the public much 
Iiainftil and unnecessary suspense. The present form of the ballot makos 
it impossible for the election board, as it is at present constructed, to count 
the ballots in any reasonable length of time and do it correctly. The next 
legislature should remedy this paramount defect. 


Three crews of eleclion clerks should be employed., one lo count the 


state ticket, one "to count the congressional tickel, and one to count the 
county ticket, and the ballot should be arranged so as lo permit the ftnal 
count lo be made in Ihis manner. Then if there is checking to be done let 
one set of clerks check the count made by Ihe olher set. 


Then it should be impressed upon the board, as a whole, the necessity 


and importance of immediately informing the public as to the result at 
that particular precinct. It is more apparent than ever thai the presenl 
election law is faulty, very faulty. It isn't worth the price and the public 
ih justly incpiised at it's short comings.—Oconto Enterprise. 


USE THE SCHOOLHOrSE. 


.Monday the Grand Kapids continuation and industrial school held 


its first session. 


Grand Kapids is making an auspicious start in this meritorious move- 


ment. The stale law provides for four departments in this school; an all 
day industrial school, an all day commercial school, a night permit school, 
and a night industrial school. We are starting our continuation system 
with the entire tour departments. 
Many cilies have been forced, thru 


lack of equipment, to start with one or more departmenl and build on this 
start as opportunity afforded. We are fortunate in having equipment anc 
facilities superior to many cities of larger size. A complete machine shop 
and manual training departmenl, a domeslic science department upon which 
it would be hard to improve, up to date commercial training facilities, and 
of us much importance, thoroughly competent instructors. 


li v,ill of course take time to get all of these departments under full 


steam. H will take time'to educate people to the use of this school. But. 
becau.se of the opportunity it affords in every line of endeavor for people 
to belter themselves in a material way, il is inevilable thai it will prove 
highly .sutces'.ful. This has been Ihe experience of every city, without ex- 
ception, that has installed such a school system. It has been found that the 
persons taking advantage of Ihis opportunity are not by any means limited 
to those \vlio cannot afford further education, but includes prosperous bu- 
siness men and women who desire additional training in some branch. The 
Milwaukee continuation schools last year numbered among its students the 
president of one of its largest industrial plants. 


There is a consideration in connection with the conlinuation school 


idea, however, which Grand Rapids should, and, undoubtedly, will lake. 


For pome years there has been more or less agitalion regarding Ihe 


building of a Y. II. C. A. building for Ihe young people of this city. 
The 


need of such a building and such an organization in Grand Rapids is too 
well known to merit comment. The young men of this city have no place to 
spend their evenings unless they go to a pool hall or lo a saloon. Conse 
quently there is a large number who do spend their time in'such places anc 
'with olniously detrimental results. 
At night our streets are lined with 


young men trying to find something to interest them or, at least to pass the 
lime. Such an existence is stultifying, to young minds or old. 


There are many solutions o'f this problem which could be suggested 


Many of them, however, could not be carried out for their accomplishmen 
would occasion the oullay of money. This absolutely puts them out of the 
question. Our pessimism is founded o nthe fate of every civic movemen 
that has ever been started in the city of Grand Rapids. 
The advance of a 


point or two in the lax rate is evidently vastly more terrifying to the men 
of this city holding the whip hand than the loss of one hundred boys or a 
city with the reputation of goin-g to seed. 


Therefore, with this in mind, we present the suggestion that the doon 


of the gymnasium of the high school be thrown open nights to the men am 
women of tins city. We suggest that, like every other city of any size in 
the stale which boasts of a school gymnasium and an athletic director Ih 
people ha\e the opportunity of deriving benefit from it. Let the boys who 
would otherwise be hanging around the streets and who do not have the 
chance to go to high school to play basketball, box, and all of the othe: 
games and exercises that mean so much to young men. And this does no 
exclude the older men. The business men of La Crosse, Madison, Milwau 
kee, and many other cilies lake advantage of the Y. M. C. A. and schoo 
gymnasiums to stage athletic tournaments of every description. 
Many 


cities throw open their school gymnasiums to the women. Why not hav 
a gym clas* for ladies one even'ng a week? 


This suggestion does not incur outlay worth mention and the hene 


lit that can be derived is limilless. The school house is nol a tomb to hi 
opened at nine and closed at three. It is an instilution belonging to tin 
people. The school house is a business proposition and as such should bi 
used to obtain maximum results. 


We would do well to take Chicago's motto "We can if we will" for ou 


own and take advantage of some of the opportunities which at the presen 
time are being wasted. 


THE END OF KINGS AXD KIXGCRAFT. 


The Courier-Journal has sometimes ventured the forecast that after 50 


years there will not b e a crowned head in Europe. The catacylsm which 
as by the sudden bursting of a mighty dam, sweeps the barriers of Ihe na 
lions with an oncoming flood of blood and tears carrying death, destruction 
and desolation to lands that but( yesterday were prosperous and happy, lead 
us to reduce the years by half and to place them at 5 and 20, or less; be 
cause, momentous changes—such upheavals as the world has never witness 
ed--betide. War leaves no land where it found it. 


That tlirtp men should hold at will the lives of millions of men, should be 


able to speak in the,lirst person singular uf governmenl as a personal at- 
tribute and asset—is according to modern ethics out of reason and nature 
The end of Ihe convulsion they have wrought—the arbitrament of arms 
they have invoked—will meet Ihe expectation of no one of them. It can no 
possibly strengthen any one of them. They will be fortunate if it does no 
witness the annihilation of the three of them. 


One of the trio only is entitled to honorable consideration. 
We may dis 


miss the emperors of Russia and Austria as unworlhy of serious Ihought 
Franz Joseph was never iu his prime more than a solid, stolid and soldier- 
ly fellow apparently untainted by the foul blood of the crazy Hapsburgs 
His single title to respe'ct along with his great age has been that he met a 
succession of heart-breaking domestic Iragedies with unostentatious forti 
tude, to every appearance a brave, unselfish man. It may be assumed tha 
he was not a free agent—certainly not a compelling force—in the declara- 
tion of war upon Servia. As for Nicholas of Russia, he is beneath contempl; 
a \ictim of Ihe accident of birth, which had better made him a fiddler than 
a ruler, a pastry cook than a czar. 


That two such should carry Ihe destinies of myriads of human beings in 


the hollow of their puny hands is at once shameful and ridiculous; a joke 
it it were not a horror; a travesly in sovereignty; proof that in Russia anc 
Austria at least, the man, like the horse, has not yet learned his power 


We turn from them, with something that resembles loathing, to Wil 


lian of Hohenzollern, with somelhing lhat resembles admiration. Let us Iry 
lo be just. Although the kaiser is a sincere believer in the right divine of 
kings 


"Meinself und Gott." 


he is a modern, not an archiac. He was equal to the sceptre when it came 
to him. His dismissal of Bismarck showed him not merely a man of his 
own head bill a man ahead of his lime, who had already learned somelhing 
of the new forces at work in Germany. He had no mind to sit down at 
Potsdam and amuse himself, whilst the Iron Chancellor ruled in his name. 
So. albeit with the proposal of honors and spoils galore, he sent the man who 
claimed to have made the empire packing, and look the reins in his own 
hands. 


He has held them taully from lhat day to this. Conceiving the import 


of public opinion, he has played to it. 
Comprehending the needs of thg 


people, he has led in the development of their industries. All the while a 
war lord in fad, he has stood—has at leasl seemed—Ihe peacemaker, much 
at variance with the character and aspects he is now revealing rather un- 
expectedly to those who have not looked beneath the surface; for it would 
appear lhat, during the decades when he was devoting his talents and ener- 
gies to the economies of the time meeting and beating the commercial rivals 
of his country in mosl of the neutral markets—this Ihe shoe that pinches 
England!—he has not neglected the arts of war, bul has perfected his ar- 
mies and armaments, so that, for the moment at least, Ihey are far in the 
lead of Ihe resl of Europe. 


Can he have believed lhat the Social-Democrats are making strides 


that menace his throne, and that a foreign conflict is needed to (livart them; 
that, being prepared for Ihis, he had better direcl it himself than trust its 
fortunes to the fulure and Ida son of very doubtful sufficiency; in shorl 
that, except his divine right be supplemented by the nation's vanity, flatter- 
ed by successful achievement in the arena of nations and on the field of bat- 
lie, il may frazzle out under the blight of the mightier claim of Vox Populi 
Vox Dei?—Louisville Courier-Journal.

WAR CREATES ' 


DESIRE FOR LAND 


The war has not only raised food 


prices over night but there has been 
created an -exceptional desire, (for 
homestead land in the West. The 
farmer again has absolutely demon- 
strated his independence and while 
there is an apparent unrest in 'other 
professions, which is to be sure un- 
warranted, the farmer above all has 
before him a season of unbounded 
prosperity. Whether or not the sud- 
den rise in foodstuffs is arbitrary or 
is the natural result o feconomic 
conditions, the fact remains that peo- 
ple realize more than ever the tiller 
of'the soil is assured of an abundant 
living in any crisis. 


"It seems as though we are unable 


to make enough farms." said Albert 
V. Leonard, Settlement Agent of the 
Reclamation Service in the Federal 
Building yesterday. "We are hurry- 
ing the work as rapidly as possible 
and I believe the continuance of *ar 
in Europe with the consequent pros^ 
perity of the farmer in America will 
create a large demand for good home- 
stead land. 
We have available at 


this time upwards of 200 desirable 
farms in the Shoshone project near 
Yellowstone Park, and on September 
18 the Government will dispose of 
1" '100 acres by a drawing of choice 
land in the Truckee-Carson project, 
Nevada. 


"It is encouraging to note that 


these tracts will be offered under the 
Reclamation extension act approved 
last week by the President whereby 
actual settlers are given 20 years' 
time without interest to repay the 
water right loan. Hers'is an oppor- 
tunity seldom offered by the Govern- 
ment, and prospective homesteaders 
should bliime only themselves for 
failing to investigate this exceptional 
hance proftlably to help feed not only 
the growing American Nation but the 
war-stricken countries of Europe." 


WHICH IS BETTER 


CASH'OR SHARE RENT? 


"Shall I Tent a farm on shares or 


shall I pay cash?" 


This is the question which many 


young men, who are just striking out 
for themselves, are asking. 


The answer is determined quite 


largely by circumstances and by local 
conditions, but there are a few gen- 
eral truths which apply in nearly all 
tages of the two systems are thus 
cases. The advantages and disadvan- 
summarized by B. H. Hibbard of the 
Agricultural Experiment station of 
the University of Wisconsin. 


"Cash rent gives to the tenant" he 


argues, "greater' independence, for 
during the extent of his lease he is 
more nearly his own master—the bus- 
iness of running the farm largely 
concerns no one but himself. Rising 
grain prices during the recent years 
have also made the system more prof- 
itable t othe tenant than share rent- 
ing. 
Another advantage in paying 


cash for the use of a piece of land is 
the inducement offered for the ten- 
ant to put forth every effort to get as 
much out of the soil as possible and 
to strive for maximum production. 
Any increase in output means greater 
profit for the tenant and need not be 
shared with the owner as is the case 
under the share system of renting. 


"Share renting on the other hand, 


gives the tenant the benefit o fhaving 
4 partner who, in many cases, has had 
considerable 
business experience. 


This, quite frequently, is a valuable 
asset—especially for the young farm- 
er. The owner who rents on shares 
pays more attention to his farm ana 
will, as a rule, keep it up better and 
furnish better buildings than the man 
who rents his farm for cash. From the 
standpoint of the renter, perhaps the 
greatest advantage in share renting 
is that for him it lessens the element 
of risk. In bad years he pays a small 
rent or none at ajll. In good years he 
may pay a relatively high rent. 


"About 14 per cent of Wisconsin 


farms are rentec as compared with 
41 per cent in Illinois, 38 per cent in 
Iowa, and L\ pel1 cent in Minnesota. 
This lower percentage of tendency in 
Wisconsin is due, partly, to the cheap 
land in the north and to the fact that 
the dairy business does not lend it- 
self well to most 


ever, for tenant 


systems of renting. 


There is a growing tendency, how- 


and owner to buy a 


dairy herd together. This makes the 
running of the farm somewhat of a 
partnership affair and seems to work 
quite satisfactorily." 


No More Quail Shooting. 


We cannot do it. We must not do

To begin shooting 
quail again in Wisconsin. 


By protecting them from any on- 


slaught for five years we have pretty 
fully domesticated them. No longer 
do they have much fear of mankind. 
They are tame, confiding and barely 
will they trip out of the way as one's 
auto hurries by. 
On every side in 


the country their merry whistle now 
is heard. They flit to the top of a 
fence post and then wink unconcern- 
edly at the passers. We have won 
their confidence and it must not be 
betrayed. Never again should they 
be shot any more than is the robin, 
the bluebird, the oriole or the house 
wren. 


We make this demand early in 


order that our people may be all 
ready when (lie next legislature con- 
venes to insist upon an indefinite pro- 
longation of the period within which 
these birds may not be hunted. The 
5-year period during which they have 
been protected expires Sept. ], 1915, 
but we will be barbarians, after hav- 
ing sought and won the good fellow- 
ship of theso lovable little-creatures, 
to now open the door to their slaugh- 
ter. 
And what a slaughter would 


it be! 
f)t course there could be no 


fun in the chase for the quail be- 
cause of their tameness. 
An open 


season even of G months would re- 
sult simply in their extermination- 
they would be gone, so far as this 
state is concerned, as completely as 
the passenger pigeon is. 


No! ' The quail must be saved. 


It must no longer be regarded or 
classified as a game bird. It belongs 
instead, as has been said before, in 
the category of bluebirds, robins, 
orioles and wrens—a song-bird. Nev- 
ermore can we allow it to be shot.

Kiu'iiui's Buying Automobiles. 
Estimates of the automobile busi- 


ness in Wisconsin lead to the conclu- 
sion that of the 4!),G46 cars owned in 
this slate 35 per cent are 
owned by 


farmers. 
Twice as many cars are 


brought by farmers at this season of 
the year as by any other four classes 
of people. The reason in part is 
seen in the excellent crop prospects 
in June and July. The total value of 
all cars in the state is placed in round 
numbers at $60,000,000. 
There is 


one automobile for 
nearly 
every 


every square mile, or one for every 
forty-five persons. This means that 
one out of every nine families has 
an automobile. Licenses are being is- 
sued at the rate of 100 per day. The 
license fee is $5 amounting to about 
$250,000 for the year. Seventy-five 
per cent of the. revenue is returned 
the counties for highway improve- 
ment, and after expenses of adminis- 
tration are deducted the remainder 
is turned into a special fund for high- 
way purposes.—Wisconsin Farmer.

A complete machine, shop 
anil manual training; department, a domestic science department upon which 
it would ho hard to improve,- up to date commercial training facilities, and, 
ol as much importance, thoroughly competent instructors.

But, 
because of the opportunity it affords in every line of endeavor for people 
to better themselves in- a material way, it is inevitable that it will prove 
highly successful.

It has been found that the 
persons talcing advantage ot this opportunity are not by a.ny means limited 
to those who cannot afford further education, but includes prosperous bu- 
siness men and women who desire additional training in some branch. The 
Milwaukee continuation schools last year numbered among its students the 
president of one of its largest industrial plants.

The -war has not only raised food 


prices over night but there lias been 
created nn .exceptional desire, /for 
homestead land in the West.

professions, which is to be sure un- 
warranted, the farmer above all has 
before him a season of unbounded 
prosperity. Whether or not the sud- 
den rise in foodstuffs is arbitrary or 
is the natural result o feconomic 
conditions, the fact remains that peo- 
ple realize more than ever the tiller 
of'the soil is assured of an abundant 
living in any crisis. 


"It seems as though we are unable 


to make enough farms." said Albert 
V. Leonard, Settlement Agent of the 
Reclamation Service in the Federal 
Building yesterday. 
"We are hurry- 


ing the work as rapidly as possible 
and I believe the continuance of war 
in Europe with the consequent 
perity of the farmer in America will 
create a large demand for good home- 
stead land. 
We have available at 


this time upwards of 200 desirable 
farms in. the Shoshone project near 
Yellowstone Park, and on September 
18 the Government will dispose of 
32 '100 acres by a drawing of choice 
land in the Truckee-Carson project, 
Nevada. 


"It is encouraging to note that 


these tracts will be offered under the 
Reclamation extension act approved 
last week by the President whereby 
actual settlers are given 20 years' 
time without interest to repay the 
water right loan. Here'is an oppor- 
tunity seldom offered by the Govern- 
ment, and prospective homesteaders 
should blame only themselves for 
failing to investigate this excoplkma] 
hance profitably to help feed not only 
the growing American Nation but the 
war-stricken countries of Kurope."

We cannot do it. We must not do

wouldn't be fair? To begiu shooting 
quail again in Wisconsin. 


By protecting them from any on- 


slaught for five years we have pretty 
fully domesticated them. No longer 
do they nave much fear of mankind. 
They are tame, confiding and barely 
will they trip out of the way as one's 
auto hurries by. 
On every side in 


tlie country Uieir merry whistle now 
is heard. They flit to the top of a 
fence post and then wink unconcern- 
edly at the passers. 
We have won 


their confidence and it must not be 
uetrayed. 
Never again should they 


be shot any more than is the robin, 
the bluebird, the oriole or the house 
wren. 


We make this demand early in 


order that our people may be all 
ready when (lie next legislature con- 
venes to insist upon an indefinite pro- 
longation of the period within which 
these birds may not be hunted. The 
5-year period during which they have 
been protected expires Sept. 1, 1915, 
but we will be barbarians, after hav- 
ing sought and won the good fellow- 
ship of these lovable little -creatures, 
to now open the door to their slaugh- 
ter. 
And what a slaughter would 


it be! pf course there could be no 
fun in the chase for the quail be- 
cause of their lameness. 
An open 


season even of G months would re- 
sult simply in their extermination— 
they would be gone, so far as this 
state is concerned, as completely as 
the passenger pigeon is. 


No! • The quail must be saved. 


It must no longer be regarded or 
classified as a game bird. It belongs 
instead, as has been said before, in 
the category of bluebirds, robins, 
orioles and wrens—a song-bird. Nev- 
ermore can we allow it to be sliot.— 
Mndisoii Democrat.

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CASH 'OR SHARE REXT? 


"Shall I'rent a farm on shares or 


shall I pay cash?" 


This is the question which many 


young men, who are just striking out 
for themselves, are asking. 


The answer is 
determined quite 


largely by circumstances and by local 
conditions, but there are a few gen- 
eral truths which apply in nearly all 
tages of the two systems are thus 
cases. The advantages and disadvan- 
summarized by B. H. Hibbard of the 
Agricultural Experiment "station of 
the University of Wisconsin. 


"Cash rent gives to the tenant" he 


argues, "greater I independence, for 
during the extent of his lease he is 
more nearly his own master-^-the bus- 
iness of running the farm largely 
concerns no one but himself. Rising 
grain prices during the recent years 
have also made the system more prof- 
itable t otlie tenant than share rent- 
ing. Another advantage in paying 
cash for the use of a piece of land is 
the inducement offered for the ten- 
ant to put forth every effort to get as 
much out of the soil as possible and 
to strive for maximum production. 
Any increase in output means greater 
profit for the tenant and -need not be 
shared with the owner as is the case 
under the share system of renting. 


"Share renting on the other hand, 


gives the tenant the benefit o fhaving 
>apartner who, in many cases, has had 
considerable 
business experience. 


This, quite frequently, is a valuable 
asset — especially for the young farm- 
er. The owner who rents on shares 
pays more attention to his farm ana 
will, as a rule, keep it up better and 
furnish better buildings than the man 
who rents his farm for cash. From the 
standpoint of the renter, perhaps the 
greatest advantage in share renting 
is thai for him it lessens the element 
of risk. In bad y^ars he pays a small 
rent or none at all. In good years he 
may pay a relatively high rent, 


"About 14" per cent of Wisconsin 


farms are rented as compared with 
41 per cent in Illjinois, 38 per cent in 
Iowa, and il pej cent in Minnesota. 
This lower percentage of tendency in 
Wisconsin is due, partly, to the cheap 
tand in. the nortli and to the fact that 
the dairy businejss does not lend it- 
self well to mosij systems of renting.

ADOPT CONSTITUTION 


The local business men's associa- 


tion which is to be known as the 
Merchants' and Manufacturers' As- 
sociation will work under a consti- 
tution modeled after that used by 
many of the larger cities of Wiscon- 
sin in which such associations are 
in operation. 


The local association is to be af- 


filiated with the state and national 
associations. This will make it pos- 
sible for local merchants to keep in 
close touch with other cities regard- 
ing the past record of persons mov- 
ing to or from Grand Rapids. 
This 


ability to get a man's credit record, 
no matter where he comes from, has 
proven to be of incalcuable value 
to merchants all over the country. 


The constitution in full is as t'ol- 


lows: 


ARTICLE I. 


Name, 


The name of this organization shall 


be The Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association of Grand Rapids, Wis- 
consin affiliated with the State Retail 
Grocer and General Merchants' As- 
sociation of Wisconsin. 
(Incorpor- 


ated.) 


ARTICLE II. 


Object. 


The object of this association is 


and shall be the closer association 
• and betterment of the merchants'of 
Grand Rapids to secure and dissem- 
nate to its members any and all legal 
and proper information which may be 
be of interest, value or protection to 
any member or members thereof in 
his or their business. 
It being un. 


derstood: There is to be no concerted 
price fixing on goods sold. 


ARTICLE III 
Membership. 


(a) 
The membership may con- 


sist of any reputable merchant, bank- 
er, doctor, dentist, newspaper or any 
other person interested in the sale 
of merchandise or commodity. Ap- 
ulication for membership must be in 
writing. 
The election to member- 


ship shall be by ballot at any regular 
meeting. The 
applicant shall be 


elected unless two or more negative 
votes have been cast against him, in 
which case the application shall be 
rejected and the secretary shall no- 
tify him. 
Any applicant who has 


been rejected is not eligible to re- 
apply for a period of six months. 


(b) 
Any member or firm who 


shall be in arrears for dues sixty days 
shall 
be declared 
delinquent and 


thei-eby relinquishes all Benefits of 
the association and after a further 
period of sixty days from suspension 
shall be declared expelled and cannot 
be reinstated without being balloted 
upon and having paid all arrears. 


(c) 
Fees 


The membership fee shall be $5.00. 


The annual dues to the state shall 
percapita be $1.00; to the National 
association $0.25 and $0.25 to the 
Wisconsin Retail Merchants' Advo- 
cate, the official publication of this 
organization. 
The dues 
shall 
be 


$2.00 per month unless a different 
amount shall be determined by the 
executive committee in accordance 
with the necessary requirements to 
successfully ioperate and 
maintain 


the work of the organization and 
shall be payable monthly in advance 
to the secretary and he issuing re- 
ceipts for same. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Oflicers. 


The officers of this organization 


shall be the president, vice-president, 
secretary or credit 
manager 
and 


treasurer. Their duties shall be those 
usually devolving upon such officers. 


ARTICLE V. 


Bovad of Directors and, Kvecutive 


Committee. 


(a) 
There shall be a board of di- 


rectors, consisting of one person, if 
practical, from each line of business 
represented in this organization. Eash 
director may himself, or by request 
of another, call the members in the 
same line of business together at any 
time. 
In case of a tie vote on such 


questions as may arise at such time, 
the full board of directors at their 
next regular meeting may .decide 
same by secret ballot. 


(b) 
The \executive board shall 


consist of three members, Including 
the president. They shall be elected 
by and from the board of directors. 
The executive board shall have ac- 
tive charge of the association's af- 
fairs. 
The president shall OK all 


requisitions for all necessarv reiiuir- 
ments which have been previously 
approved by the executive board, and 
to successfully maintain The Grand 
Rapids Merchants' and Manufactur- 
ers' Association. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Election. 


The officers and board of directors 


shall be elected at annual elections, 
whch shall be held at the regular 
meeting in February. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Vacancies. 


(a) 
Vacancies among the oflicers 


or the board o£ directors, shall be 
filled at the first regular meeting, af- 
ter such occur, by a vote of the mem- 
bers, providing that the vacancy on 
the board of directors must be filled 
from the same line of business from 
which the vacancy occurs if possible. 


(b) 
If any officer or member ol 


the executive committee shall be ab- 
sent from the regular meetings three 
consecutive times without a reason- 
able excuse, his office shall be declar- 
ed vacant by the presiding officer, 
and another appointed by the presi- 
dent to fill the vacancy. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Quorum. 


Two members of the executive com- 


mittee shall constitute a quorum. A 
majority of the members of the board 
of directors shall constitute a quorum 
of that body. 
Fifteen members at 


any regular meeting shall constitute 
a quorum of that body. If impossi- 
ble to secure a quorum'of members 
at regular meetings the board of di- 
rectors shall have full power to act. 
Special meetings may be called by the 
president or vice-president or upon 
the request of the secretary, also up- 
on the request, of throe members. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Meetings. 


The regular meeting shall be held 


on the second Monday of each month. 
The executive board shall meet when 
called by the secretary or president. 
No notice need be given of regular 
meetings as bulletins will remind 
members of same. All members are 
supposed to remember the date. All 
members must be notified o£ special 
meetings either by letter or telephone 
personally, each member (whether 
person, firm or corporation) shall be 
entitled to one representative and 
one vote. 


ARTICLE X. 
Complaints. 


It shall be (he duly of every mem- 


ber to report the violation of the 
rules of this association through the 
secretary to the board of directors, 
who shall investigate and endeavor 
to adjust same. All such complaints 
are to be made in writing. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Advertising Committee. 


The advertising, subscription and 


donation committee shall consist of 
three members to be appointed by 
the president. It shall be a secret 
committee, known only to the presi- 
dent and secrouu'y or credit manager. 
The duties of this committee shall be 
to closely investigate all advertising 
plans and promotion schemes placed 
before thorn. 
All requests for en- 


dorsement shall be submitted to the 
secretary in writing and shall contain 
a complete estimate of the proposi- 
tion. The members of this associa- 
lino should not consider any such 
advertising 
matter 
or proposition 


until same has the OK of the secre- 
tary. 


ARTICLE XII.

Members should endeavor to have 


their 
employees 
pay their 
bills 


promptly. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Bulletins. 


A membership bulletin shall be is- 


sued weekly and copy of same shall 
be' sent to the State secretary. 
It 


shull contain credit and such other 
information as shall be of value to 
members. No person's account shall 
be bulletined until 3 official letters of 
the association have been mailed to 
said person and the official state- 
ment presented to him by the secre- 
tary or credit manager, who shall 
make every reasonable effort to se- 
cure settlement. If all such efforts 
as set forth in the preceding para- 
graph fail the following issue of the 
bulletin shall advise the members. 


ARTICL10XIV. 


The object of Article J 3 is to avoid 


business dealings with unreliable and 
irresponsible persons, and not to pre- 
vent business relations between any 
member of this association with any 
such unreliable and irresponsible per- 
son, 
such member always acting at 


his own discretion. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Collect ions. 


(a) 
The collection service will be 


open to the members only. All ac- 
counts must be made up separately 
with proper quotations concerning 
the history of the case attached to 
each account.

Committees. 


Committees for various purposes 


may be named by the presiding officer 
at any regular meeting, or by the 
president upon request at any time. 
The different standing committees 
shall be: Committee on legislation, 
on progress, on trade relation, and 
auditing. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


Any member who violates the con- 


r.litution and by-laws of the Mer- 
chants' and Manufacturers' associa-

shall forfeit his membership and buln 
letin discontinued. 


ARTICLE XVIH. 


Amendments. 


Amendments to this constitution 


and l/y-laws may be made at any reg- 
ular meting, provided notice has been 
piven at the meeting previous and by 
two-third vote of the members pres- 
ent. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


All delegates to slate and nation- 


al convention shall be elected by bal- 
lot at a regular meeting of the asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE XX. 
Rules of Ordttr. 


Roberts' rules of order shall he the 


parliamentary guide in matters not 
herein provided. 


ARTICLE XXI. 


An auxiliary Boosters' Club to the 


Merchants' and Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation of Grand Rapids may be or- 
ganized at any time. 
They shall 


elect a president, who shall be a 
member of the Merchants' and Manu- 
facturers' association of Grand Rap- 
ids, also a vice-president and treas- 
urer. 
The permanent secretary of 


the Merchants' and 
Manufacturers' 


association of Grand Rapids shall act 
as secretary of the auxiliary Boos- 
ters' Club. 
This organization shall

available trainer to develop him. Ho 
will make as certain as he can that 
the trainer knows horses, will not 
over-train, or overstrain him.

amount of time. 


When his child is ready for school, 


does he choose a trainer who knows 
children, who will recognize physl- 
cai defects, the signs of physical 
or mental fatigue (what the horse 
men call "going track sour?")

Alilj MOULTING FOAVtS 


SHOULD JIAVK GOOD FKKD. 


When late summer rolls around 


and the hens begin to cast their fea- 
thers aiid droop around in lazy fash- 
Ion or shuffle sand in some shady 
nook, then is the time that the egg 
hasket returns with the bottom hard- 
ly covered, for it is the season of 
rest and transition commonly called 
"the moult." 


But despite this falling away lib- 


eral feeding must noe be discontin- 
ued. 
This is the" hen's rightful va- 


cation. 
She will repay her owner 


later on'for the feed given her now. 


Such is the belief of J. G. Halpln, 


poultrymau of the College of Agri- 
culture, University of Wisconsin, who 
urges that special care and attention 
be given to the menus of moulting 
fowls. 


A generous supply of good feed Is 


necessary throughout the moulting 
period. 
Of course a variety of feed 


is preferable, where possible to ob- 
tain. 


Grass is apt to be dry and woody at 


this time of the year, and hence, the 
use of clipped alfalfa or other green 
forage plant as a supplement to the 
usual fresh "pickings" is i-ecommend- 
ed by Mr. Halpin in addition to liber- 
al grain rations. Cabbage and fresli 
chopped vegetables and table scraps 
are also valuable.
